The A.fld emy was founded by Sffph^^r G, Wen'w rt^ ' " ' 
disltr^lshad English family and a prorninent Leitington banlier, in !&6C, 
as a memoriol to his deceased son, William Wentworth. Mr. Wentworth 
irnntedlatety vested control of the institution in the hand? of a board cf 
trustee* composed of a duly elected representative of each of tHe 
Evangelical churches of Lexington, and a president. Colonel Sellers was 
called to the new school In its first y^r and remained as its active head 
until 1938. Mr. Wentv/orHi sj^^ rjc;* pr^Msnt- otF ft«i Board ^ j|PP 
until his death in 1897. 

It was the firm conviction of the founder, his board of tnisfees and 
PriMli[lant Sellers that a military boarding vAxiol provides the most effec- 
tive possible moans for giving young men the thorough mental, moral 
and physical training necessary to develop In flic-n the highest traits of 
manhood. Thus, VVentworth becenw the first military school in the Mit- 
touri Riv«r Val^r,
